1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

In line 30 on page 8 of the specification, "claim 12" has been replaced with --the 
present invention- 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 41-45 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 41-42, the cited prior art of record fails to disclose a method of 
determining the endpoint of an etch layer in a semiconductor element 
fabrication/method for etching an upper layer comprises the limitation of "wherein the 
plasma is a decoupled plasma source (DPS) having a pressure at about 0.8Pa (6 
m'rorr), bias power at about 55W, source power at about 350W, C12 flow rate at about 
47 seem and 02 flow rate of 47 seem", in combination with the rest of the limitations of 
claims 41-42. Regarding claim 43, the cited prior art of record fails to disclose a method 
for etching an upper layer comprises the limitation of "wherein the etching is conducted 
in an environment comprising a source power of about 250 - 450W, a bias power of 
about 40 - 70W, a pressure of about 0.53 - 1 .1 Pa (4 - 8 m'Torr) and a ratio of CI2 flow to 
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02 flow of about 0.75 - 1 .25", in combination with the rest of the limitations of claims 43. 
Regarding claims 44-45, the cited prior art of record fails to disclose a method for 
etching an upper layer comprises the limitation of "wherein at least a processor, 
memory and optionally data storage means are provided in a suitable arrangement to 
perform steps (iii) and (iv) with the inputs from the first and second etching chambers", ", 
in combination with the rest of the limitations of claims 44-45.
